Our  camp,  Elorida  P~68,  has  completed  a considerable  amount 
of  Y/ork  during  the  time  period  starting  June  4,1934  to  Ha,rch 
31,1935. 

During  this  time  there  has  "been  a total  of  27,145  man  days 
[expended.  A man  day  is  one  man’s  v/ork  during  six  hours.  If  ten 
I men  work  six  hours  there  has  been  ten  man  dajrs  exp.ended. 


I Eor  the  27,145  man  days  there  has  been  ^uch  construction. 

■ Six  hundred  and  fifty  six  miles  of  firebrakes  had  been  completed 
! There  has  been  sixty  six  miles  of  roads  and  seventy  tv/o  bridges 
[constructed  on'^these  beads.  One  lookout  tower  Y/as  completed 
[and  five  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  ref ore st rat  ion.  In  add  it- 
: ion  to':.this  v/ork  their  has  been  completed  eight  hundred  and 
[thirty  acres  of  fire  hazard  Y,rork.  One  hundred  and  fifty  five 
[man  da,ys  have  been  expended  on  fighting  fires,  two  hundred  and 
I twelve  man  days  have  been  expended  on  fire  presuppression  and 
land  one  hundred  and  tv/enty  man  ds.ys  on  fire  prevention.  Ten 
[acres  of  general  clean  up  have  been  accomplished.  Five  structu- 
’ res  hove  been  built  and  three  hundred  and  fifty  bushels  of 
''pine  cones  have  been  collected.  There  has  been  one  hundred  and 
i eighty  acres  of  insect  pest  control  during  this  period,

receiver.  In  this  issue  v/e  v/ill  try  to  explain  how  to  make  that  j 

one  tube  receiver  a tyo  tube  set  so  that  more  volume  may  be  had* 

You  should  be  familiar  with  the  symbol  for  the  tube  for  we 

explained  it  last  time.  If  you  have  studied  it  carefully  this 

diagram  will  be  easily  understood, 

' The  nev/  symbol  that  you  are  posibbly  not  familiar  v/ith  is 

; the  Audio  Transformer,  The  audio  transformer  is  composed  of  tv/o 
coils-*the  primary  and  set^ondary  wound  around  a soft  metal  core 
so  that  they  will  cause  conductive  currents  flow  from  the 
primary  to  the  secondary  coil*  Oil  the  primary  side  of  the  coil 
I are  two  posts  marked  P and  B plus*  On  the  secondary  side  are 
two  similiar  posts  marked  G and  P minus*  These  posts  are 
connected  exactly  like  the  posts  read  that  is  P goes  tb.  the 
I plate  of  theprecedlng  tube  that  if  formally  connected  to  the 
phones  • B plus  goes  to  the  positive  of  the  B battery  that  is 
' formally  connected  to  the  phones*  The  G is  connected  to.  the 

1 grid  of  the  tube  that  is  being  added  to  the  circuit.  The  P 

I 2cinus  is  connected  the  negative  side  of  the  filament.  Always 
remember  that  the  side  of  the  tube  directly  under  the  plate 
is  the  positive  of  the  filament  circuit*  The  plate  of  this  tube 
is  then  connected  to  the  phones  as  v/as  before*  Another  B battery 
must  be  added  making  the  total  of  ninty  volts  on  the  plates  of 
the  tubes. 

Another  audio  circuit  may  be  added  just  as  this  .one  was 
added.  It  is  not  advisable  to  connect  tv/o  tubes  in  an  audio 
circuit.  On  certain  systems  such  a s speech  amplifiers  larger 
tubes  are  used  to  get  the  necessary  volurae.  On  ordinary  radios 
two  stages  of  audio  frequencies  are  sufficient  to  get  the 
necessary  to  get  the  necessary  volume.
